economy running in team and at 
high sp eed.” 
Sp ecifically, the board is direct­ 
ed to unify activities of federal 
agencies

gaged in or concerned with p ro­ 
duction, p rocurement, distribution 
^ or transp ortation of m ilitary or 
^ civilian sup p lies, 
m aterials 
and 
p roducts and to resolve and deter­ 
mine controversies between such 
agencies or dep artm ents.”

Byrnes will be the arbiter in any

A sp okesman said a windfall of 
farm imp lements was left by Jap ­ 
anese removed from their west 
coast farm s after Pearl H arbor 
and this p robably will get first 
attention in the camp aign.

been instructed to lo o k aro und fo r 


m achinery not being used now, or 
exp ected to be p ut into service 
this summer. 
Their findings will 
be subm itted to state headquar­ 
ters with recommendations for ac­ 
quiring sp ecific 
p ieces and the 
state w ar board chairm an then is 
to p roceed with the p urchase. 
Owners 
will be 
p aid 
ceiling 
p rices or “fair ap p raisal” values 
if no ceilings have been establish­ 
ed, and the equip ment will be re­ 
sold to farm ers who need it. 
In m aking their recommenda­ 
tions for requisitions, the county 
war boards will certify ( 1) w heth­ 
er the owner of the m achinery is 
known to them; ( 2 ) th at he is not 
a member of the arm ed forces: 
and (3) th at he has beeji notified

Dough+on, Longtime Foe of Sales

W ashington, May 28 .—(AP) — 
Conclusion of the strategy confer­ 
ence between President Roosevelt 
and Prim e M inister Churchill was 
viewed in some quarters today as 
m arking the beginning 
of 
the 
final p hase of this global w ar—a 
p hase in w'hich the United Nations 
are destined to 
undertake 
full 
scale offensives in both Europ e 
and the Pacific. 
The end of the historic m eeting 
was announced by Roosevelt late 
yesterday. He said simp ly th at 
“comp lete agreem ent” had 
been 
reached on future p lans. 
W hat 
those p lans are will become known 
only as they unfold in action. 
The very wording of the p resi­ 
dent’s statem ent, however, sug­ 
gested that when the conference 
began there were 
questions 
of 
vast strategical im p ortance which 
required answering to the satis­ 
faction of both British and Ameri­ 
can leaders. The fact 
that, 
as 
Roosevelt indicates, 
they 
have 
now been answered 
leaves 
no 
doubt that decisions of sup reme 
im p ortance have been made. 
T hat the war against Jap an re­ 
ceived the 
fullest 
consideration 
was made clear by Churchill in 
his address to congress. 
Yet it 
was equally clear th at there had 
been no change in 
the 
grand 
strategy p reviously agreed up on 
to sm ash Germany first and J a ­ 
p an second. 
Inform ed p ersons here sp eculat­ 
ed on the p robability of several 
future develop ments*:

The p resent strategical bomb­ 
ing of Germany will be followed 
by an allied invasion of the con­ 
tinent thrs summer. It

The w ar in Europ e is exp ected 
to be won by sometime next year 
a t the latest, but the conflict in 
the Pacific m ay run on until 19 45 
or 19 46, according to reliable esti­ 
m ates.

An American boy and a letter from home. It sure is good to 


get mail. 


I wonder if Mom and Helen and Jack really know what it s 


like for those who are doing the fighting 


— the constant alert; 


— the nearness of death; 


— and those moments when fear creeps in — fear which can 


be fought off only by reminding yourself of everything that’s at 
stake, and of the terror, the nameless terror, that would streep 
the world if by any chance we should lose this war. 


He begins to read the letter. And at first it rambles on, as good 


homey letters always do, through the little events of the week back 


in America—his brother’s marks in school, a movie, a promotion for 
Dad at the factory. 


But what s this? "People are complaining about the gasoline 


shortage. Meat is being rationed, and there is not always as much as 
some are used to having." 


War is tough on civilians, he muses. But someone ought to 


explain to them how many gallons of gas it takes to push a tank 


ten miles through jungle. Someone ought to point out that, if there 


is not enough meat at the front — yes, and 
an excess to allow for 


submarine and bombing losses — our army or our allies just won’t 
have enough to keep them going. 


He turns the page. 


"There’s talk about the Peace. And there are those who say 
we mustn’t let ourselves be carried off our feet with a lot of idealistic 
words on World Cooperation. They say we ought to stick to our 
knitting when Hitler and the Japs are licked." 


Is this the old isolationist gang in there punching again? 
Haven’t they got the idea yet that Memorial Day itself stands for all 


the wars we have had to fight just because there was no way to keep 


international bullies under control? Have they forgotten the hell 
that Dad had to go through in France in 1 91 7 just because 
somebody killed a duke in the Balkans? Haven t they 


learned yet that even Manchuria and Ethiopia are on every 


Main Street in the United States when it comes to deciding 


war or peace for us? Must kids like me go to war every 
twenty-five years just because of those who would 
rather not "take a risk” for peace? 


"Food prices are going up, ” the letter goes on. "The 


farmers say that Congress should permit higher prices for wheat and 


hogs. Labor is grumbling about the cost of living; business men about 


taxes. Congress is on the rampage, sniping, criticizing, playing 


politics as usual —a tightening up of party lines in preparation for 
next year’s elections." 


Haven’t these folks back home learned the facts of life? Con­ 
flict, strife, dissension! Between nations, it means war, and stinking 


death in fox-holes. Within a nation, it means disunity, weakness, 
and the discord that gets decent men fighting each othei* instead 
of the enemy, 


Farmers against labor, whites against blacks, motorists against 
ration boards, labor against management! This is the sort of thing 
the enemy himself is trying to stir up. And in every speech that 


smacks of selfish sectionalism, in every yelp of special interests, in 
the repetition of every sneaking lie of the Axis rumor-mongers to 


stir up racial and religious bigotry — in all these the Nazis and the 
Japs have allies in our midst. 


Don’t people know that it was just this sort of Nazi- 


concocted propaganda—first a fantastic campaign of 
lies against one religious group, then against every 
other group — that enabled Hitler to rabble-rouse 
his way to power? 


Someone, somehow, must warn America in time.

Jap Lo y alties 
D ifferent reactions have been display ed in vari­ 
ous com m unities over the proposal th a t interned 
Japanese be perm itted to work there. 
There is a 
general suspicion th a t a Japanese is constitutionally 
and psy chologically treacherous. 
As one m em ber 
of congress put it, “ Once a Jap. alw ay s a Ja p.” 
Im m ediately some one challenged the accusa­ 
tion, asking how m any Japanese have been a rre s t­ 
ed in this country for sabotage or subversive ac­ 
tivities. 
A few' native-born A m ericans have been 
taken into custody for subversive activities or even 
sabotage, and some G erm an-born residents, and a 
few A m ericans of G erm an extraction have been 
seized; but the num ber of jailed Ja ps is surpris­ 
ingly sm all. 
In fact, this office has no report on 
any . 
P erhaps th a t is because every Japanese is 
being w atched or is in concentration cam p, w hereas 
the G erm an on the stre e t m ight be m istaken for 
an Englishm an. 
But only an expert can distinguish between a 
Chinese 
and a Japanese, 
provided 
the Ja p can 
speak Chinese fluently . 
We hear th a t if a Japanese 
brain is placed alongside the brain of a Chinese; it 
would be im possible to tell which is w'hich. 
Both 
the Japs and the Chinese are of M ongolian origin. 
E xcept as to culture, language and dress, the chief 
apparent difference between Chinese and the Jap 
is w here they live. 
T raining, of course, has m ade the difference 
in tra its between the tw o nations. 
It used to be 
said th a t Japanese 
banks alw ay s hired Chinese 
clerks and accountants because the Chinese is tra d i­ 
tionally honest, w hereas the Japanese couldn’t trust 
each o th er any fa rth e r than they could throw a 
battleship by its anchor chain. 
If the Mongoloid in China is honest, while the 
Mongoloid in Japan bears w atching, the discrep­ 
ancy m ust lie in training and national culture. The 
Chinese w orship Confucius, who W'as a bear for 
honesty , but the Ja ps produced no counterpart. 
The Indian Buddha w as 
a gentle soul and China 
accepted him to a large extent—but he seem s to 
have had little influence on Japan. Japanese sta te s­ 
men love the smell of flow ers and blood. 
They 
w rite poetry and lies. 
B ut if a person of Japanese ancestry w ere born 
and reared in the U nited States, subject to all the 
influences prevailing here, would he be different 
from a Chinese bom and reared here, under the 
sam e influences? 
The answ er depends, no doubt, 
upon the m an. 


dent had his w ay , 
The auth o rity granted in 19 40

The longer one ponders John L. Lew is’ decision 
to bring his United Mine W orkers back into the 
A m erican Federation of Labor, the m ore possible 
explanations appear—and the less any of them s a t­

It is line one of those detective stories in 
w'hich one tries to fit all the pieces together w ith ­ 
out having any left over, but alw'ay s there seem 
to be loose ends th a t co ntradict any tentative solu­ 
tion. 


One conclusion, 
however, 
does 
em erge 
w ith 
finality . 
Two, perhaps, though they are so inte r­ 
twined as alm ost to become one. 


Mr. Lewis is com pletely egocentric. 
He does 
nothing, a t any tim e, w ithout first deciding how it 
will contribute to the aggrandizem ent of John L. 
Lewis. 
And second, he has the loy al, alm ost unani­ 
mous support of his union. 
He has th a t support 
because consistently , against gre a t odds, he has 
won th eir battles. 
B ut their b attles w ere his b a t­ 
tles; and there is good reason to believe th a t of 
recent y ears, a t least, the m iners have been alm ost 
incidental beneficiaries of th eir president's fight 
to add to his own prestige and pow-er.

The news from Tunisia and Attu 
is all to the good these day s, but 
the news from home, if y ou’ll take 
the trouble to read between the 
lines, is all terrible. 
Last August, every one was fear­ 
ful we were losing the battle of 
production. 
War 
Production 
Board was in a sorry confusion 
itself, and its disputes with the 
Army 
and 
Navy 
procurement 
services seemed endless and im­ 
possible of solution. 
But WPB 
snapped out of 
it, 
settled the 
worst of its own internal rows, 
fired a few of its brass hats who 
were gumming up the works, es­ 
tablished liaison with the Army 
on one flank and with the Navy 
on the other, reorganized its lines, 
brought in some new talent and 
started going places. 
W.PB still 
lacks some of the smoothness and 
efficiency 
characteristic 
of the 
German general staff at its best, 
but the battle of production is 
apparently being won. 
Elsewhere on the home front, 
however, w'e are taking a terrible 
licking. 
The battle against inflation can 
become a rout, almost any day , 
and when the history of this cam­ 
paign is written the chapter cov­ 
ering the day s in which y ou are 
now living can be identified as 
the period of great indecision and 
glorious inconsistency . 
There is no apparent plan of 
battle, and the commissars, co­ 
ordinators

taxes. Add that up to make logic. 
WLB Swamped 
The War Labor Board, strug­ 
gling to hold the front 
against 
wage increases, is buried under 
its own barrage of 17,000 unset­ 
tled applications 
for 
raises. 
It 
settles so few cases each week 
that strikes at key war plants 
like Boeing and Chry sler actually 
break out 
in 
protest 
over the 
board’s inability to come to a de­ 
cision—any decision. 
Meanwhile 
one man 
with 
a 
name 
some­ 
thing 
like 
John 
L. 
L e w i s , 
forces the War Labor Board into 
a comer, monopolizes its time for 
a part of every day for a period 
of over two months w'hile other 
cases must w'ait. 
Office of Economic Stabiliza­ 
tion, which is supposed to master­ 
mind this battle against inflation, 
serves no useful purpose that any ­ 
one can see, save to deliver mes­ 
sages from the White House.

Dr. Griffith, d irector of the state 
un iversity bureau of in stitution al 
research, in m akin g public his re­ 
port, asserted

Crisen - 
berry bill con tain s all of the pro­ 
vision s for a program of in struc­ 
tion . fin an cial cost an d d uplica­ 
tion of effort, the chief targets of 
previous bills which were turn ed 
d own . 
Spon sors of the m easure claim 
the n ew proposal would on ly per­ 
mit the Carbon d ale school to Con ­ 
fer liberal a rt d egrees an d give 
vocation al train in g. 
In his report. Dr. Griffith said 
on e section of the Crisen berry bill 
would g ran t authority to “offer 
such other courses as the college 
d eterm in es”. 
Caused S torm y Debate 
The origin al proposal for cre a­ 
tion of a secon d state un iversity 
at Carbon d ale prom pted a storm y 
d ebate in the legislature before it 
was d efeated . 
The un iversity was 
active in the fight again st the 
first bill an d Dr. Griffith's re ­ 
port was the first un ived sity re­ 
action to the Criseiberry proposal. 
Alread y approved by the sen ate, 
the bill which was in trod uced by 
Sen . R G. 
Crisen berry 
(R-Mur- 
physboro) n ow 
goes 
before the 
Illin ois house for action . 
Legisla­ 
tors from this d istrict have said 
they will oppose the measure. 
“All of the d an gers of con flict, 
jealousy, rivalry an d over-lappin g 
which have been poin ted out by 
critics of the origin al bill have
